GREAT OPTIMISM KOW PREVAIL 


BUZARD RAGES IN TEXAS FOLLOWING 


STORM WHICH KILLED SIXTY-SEVEN PERSONS 


SUFFRAGE LEADER 
IS RECENT BRIEF 


Dallas, Tex., April IO—Nearly- 
one hundred dead, several hun­ 
dred injured, with property loss 
estimated at several millions of 
dollars was the toll taken Iii 
Wednesday morning’s storms in 
northern Texas and 
Southern 
Oklahoma, according to informa­ 
tion gathered early today. 
The known death list totalled 97 
at the last tabulation. Indications 
were this will be increased when 
crippled wire lines are restored 
to the small villages in 
North 
Texas where the heaviest loss of 
life occurred. 


Dallas, Texas, April IO.—The worst 
equinoctial storm in many years swept 
over Northern Texas and 
Southern 
Oklahoma Tuesday night, leaving in 
its wake 67 deaths, hundreds of in­ 
jured persons and property 
damage 
which will amount to many thousands 
of dollars, according to incomplete re­ 
ports received here. 
Fifteen persons were 
killed 
at 
Winnsboro, Texas, and 13 at Mineola. 
Many houses and buildings were un­ 
roofed in those towns. 
A Missouri 
Kansas 
and 
Texas 
freight train was blown from the track 
near Dennison, Texas, and two train­ 
men were injured severely. 
Three 
persons lost their lives 
at 
Ector, 
Texas, when their houses collapsed. 


The storm, which was central over 
Rio Grande Valley, moved northeast­ 
ward with great severity during the 
night and was central over Oklahoma 
today.

The cause of the storm was erratic. 
At times it leaped a mile or 
more, 
skipping one farm house unharmed, 
only to demolish the next one. 


TEACHERS PENSION 
BILL IS PASSED 


Columbus, April IO-—The house of 
representatives yesterday passed the 
Freeman bill to establish a system 
for retirement on pension of teachers 
in the public schools. 
The bill appropriates $10,000 from 
the state treasury to establish 
the 
fund for the first year. 
Thereafter 
it is to be supported by contributions 
from teachers, not 
exceeding $1 a 
year from each teacher. 
After 30 
years* service teachers may retire on 
a pension of not less than $300 a year. 
The bill by Representative Barnes, 
of Montgomery county, to authorize 
a small board of education for Day­ 
ton and dicier cities in Dayton’s class 
passed tho senate today and now goes 
to the governor. 
The superintendent of public 
in­ 
struction. state auditor, attorney gen­ 
eral and two members selected by the 
teachers will constitute the 
state 
hoard to administer the system.
